At Midnight the Entire Blook In WMh' 
ington 8tr«et, From Oallasher 
West to Spring Street Wat 
Burning Fiercely. 

< Springfield, O., March 9,— OTireats 
throughout the day and Tuesday even* 
ing to bum the leve^ the Negro die- 
triet of the city, conllrmed Magrer C. J. 
BowlUB In his belief that more trouble 
was brewing Tiiesday night and he 
has asked Gov. HorrU k for troops. 
7wo compaolee from Dayton and qtxe 
;each from Mlamiabwf. VrtMtaa and 
Columbus have been proialied to r«r 
Inforce the two lociQ companlei. 

Many of the Negroee of the city 
were surly and moody Tuesday night 
and It was realized that only a spark 
wap needed io set off tJie magasine of 
a race war. At 8:46 o^eloek tmall 
crowds of whlfrs Rathcrod In tire vicin- 
ity of tht levee and all the day police 
had boon ordered to retort for duty 
for the night. 

! By 9:30 o'clock a crowd of about 2,- 
000 men had assembled at the Big 
Fotir railroad tracks almost blockad- 
Ing Washington street, which Is 
known as the levee from Fountain 
avenue. Two luindrcd Negroes were 
clustered together just west of Foun- 
tain avenue^ in the levee district, near 
the place called Honky Tonk. 
Negroes Unusually Quiet. 
The Negroes were nnvisiiiilly qulc^t 
and seemed to be waiting for a start 
to be^made by the white men. The 
other crowd was boisterous and there 
were fMqnent yells and leTeral pistol 
.''hots heard, although noonibaa been 

reported hurt so far. 

Mayor liowlus. Sheriff Rout/alin 
and the other officials were stationed 
in the mayor's office, where the may- 
or is in constant com^munication wiUi 
MaJ. Klrkpatrick and Got. Herrick. 
It was announced by the mayor that 
the Urbana company was en route 
here and that th© others were coming 
as quickly as the cars wiU bring them. 
Company 1/ of Plqaa,' has also baah or- 
dered here. This will make six com- 
panies of militia that will be mobil- 
ized in this city. 

No effort will be made to use Com- 
pany A, Ninth battalion, composed of 
colored men, because of fear of race 
prejudice. 

Five companies of the Ohio national 
guard are on their way here on a spe- 
cial train by order of Gov. Ilcrrlrk in 
response to the request of the city and 
county officials.

THE COLORED SALOON. 



Mob Flrsfl at the Front of the Build- 
Ni'B IPer Half An Hour. 

Preceding the firing of the building 
the mob, at a distance of a hundred 
feet, shot at the front of the building 
for a half hour, but it is not known 
whether any of the occupants had re- 
mained in the building, and if they did 
whether any fatalities resulted from 
the shooting. The fire is spreading 
both ways from Thomas' place. Ono 
of the Are englnea, in attempting to 
make Its way up the railway tracks to 
the scene of the Are, got stuck In the 
muddy driveway and Is unable to aid 
in Agbtlng th»- fur u is thought the 
mob will not tolerate any effort of the 
department to put out the Are In the 
levee dlat^ct, but will offer no realal- 
anee In tfie attempts to conAne th* 
Are to the bolldlage along Washington 
street, known as the levee. These 
buildings are dllipidated frame stroc- 
tures, ranging from one to three sto- 
ries in height. They afe for the most 
part saloons, dwelliDga and small 
ro6mlag houses. There are a fev 
branch offices maintained by down- 
town firms in tho vicinity. To the 
north of tlio levoe, or X\'a.s]iington 
street, runnlus parallel with it, is East 
High street, tne most beautiful In the 
city. There Is little or no danger, 
however, of the Are spreading to this 
thoroughfare. 

Sheriff Routzahn Threatened. 

It is understood that the Negroes are 
highly incensed at Sheriff Routzahn 
for not using greater force In protect- 
InK Dixon. Sheriff noiitzahn has hc^n 
warned that the instant the torch w.as 
applied In Washington street he had 
better remove his family from the Jail, 
as that institution was to be immedi- 
ately dynamited. At midnight the en- 
tire block in Washington street from 
Gallagher street west to Spring street 
was on fire, with no hope of saving 
any of the buildings. The troop.s from 
Cincinnati, Mlamisburg and Dayton 
will be here on a special train soon. 
They are badly needed, as It is entire- 
ly probable that the Negroes will make 
good their threats to fire thf liu.sinc.'^^s 
districts of tho city and dynamite tho 
Jail and other county buildings. 

Fire Chief Oeor^e Follrath is in re- 
ceipt df argent requests from Bast 
High street residents whose back lots 
shut out the burning districts to wet 
tho roofs of their houses. While the 
oastern portion of the levee is doom- 
ed, It is thought that the department 
will be able tp conflne ^he conflagra- 
tion to the rogkm eaiC of Bpring street

A resolution was adopted di- 
recting the state librarian to sell cop- 
ies of the statutes and code used by 
the legislative committees this ses- 
stoa to tba laglslaton who desire 
them. 

House— 'Mr. Thompson, of Bourbon, 
called from the clerk's desk, and the 
house by unanimous vote passed a res- 
olution urging the Kentucky delega- 
tion in congress to vote for the na- 
Uonal pure seed bill. Mr. Weathers, 
of the criminal law committee, report- 
ed, by unanimous consent, the senate 
bill, 188, and it wa.H advanced in the 
orders. The bill Increases the penalty 
for safe-blowing, bank robbery. The 
committee oa rules called up and 
passed house bill 245, providing penal- 
ties for drawing or flourishing a dead- 
ly weapon within a passenger coach. 
The bill was adopted. The Cochran 
bill to provide for eaUblishing graded 
schools In common school districts, 
bordering on county lines, passed. 
House bill 202, to prohibit fraudulent 
certification of land tItltB. was 
adopted.

Reported the Negroea Were Deter- 
mined to Avenge His Death. 

During the afternoon threats were 
heard that' the levee would be burned. 
It Is said that the Negroes are deter- 
imined to avenge the lynching of Dlx- 
'on. In one of the large shops Tues- 
day the white men treated the Negro 
employes with contempt and this re- 
sulted in heated arguments and threats 
,being exchanged. Fearful of the con- 
sequences of the mutterlngs about the 
city, a conference was held In the 
mayor's offlco Tuesday night by the 
•mayor, tiie sheriff. President W. R 
Burnett and George Cotter, of the 
(board of public safety, the county 
prosecutor, Maj. F. J. Fitzpatrlck. of 
the Tiiird regiment, and Chief of Po- 
lice O'Brien. 

As a result of their deliberations a 
telegram was sent to Gov. Herrlck 
asking for six ooonpanies of mllltla 
and requesting that the loeal -dbm- 
panics be stationed in their armories. 

In response to this the mayor re- 
ceived a telegram to the effect that 
the request would be complied with at 
once and asking that the governor be 
kept ful^ ad^laad on the situation. 
The DIepesltion of the Mllltla. 

It is tJie plan to place th© several 
military companies on the levee. In 
the center of the city, and at the 
home* of several of the officials 'Whose 
Uvea have been threatened, one of 
which Is Police Judge J. J. MUler. 
MaJ. FitzjMitrick Intends to keep his 
CfMnpanles at the armories as long as 
possible, as there is stored all the am- 
munition. If it Is left without guard 
the^ob would have its own way.

Ttett- ' 
dent Burnett, of th'- luianl of .safety, 
said that if the levee was ilr^d it 
might result in danger to the greater 
part of the city.

Members of the mob openly declare 
that when their work in the eastern 
levee district In completed they will 
transfer their efforts to tliat portion 
west of the IJig Four station and the 
Arcada hotel. This portion of the 
West Washington street is also known 
aa the levee and tbe buildings are 
similar to those In the eastern por- 
tion. 

Among the places In tlie west levee 
distriet are a number that are resorts 
for the colored people and in one of 
which IMxon shot Oollis. 

Hie arrival ot the out of town mili- 
tia alone can save theee joints and a 
train load of troops from several towns 
between here and Cincinnati are mo- 
mentarily expected. Apparently the 
)<egroe8 all over the city are becom- 
ing intimidated and their boasts, made 
In the eariier pdrt of the evening, are 
no longer heard. Mayor Rowlus is in 
constant commtinication with Gov. 
Herrlck, the latter fully realizing the 
urgent need in which the city stands 
of Instant helpi 

The Fire Burned Itself Out. 

The company of militia from Xenia 
arrived at 1:30 Wednesday morning 
and wera Immediately sent toward the 
IsfvlM tq^r OKuftoas route. 

The Are in Bast Washington street 
has burned out exactly the district the 
mob said should go, but there Is now 
no danger of its spreading, either fur- 
ther east or west or to the north. 

At 2:80 Wednosdair. moralng the Are 
had burned Itself out and both mob 
and spectators have for the most part 
dispersed. Quiet prevails throughout 
the city and the mob ie g(XHl natured 
and orderly, evidently well satisfied 
with Its night's work. It Is hardly 
probable that an attempt will be made 
iby the Whites to bunk tte West Wash- 
ington street resorts oat as this sec- 
tion is closely guarded by Dayton and 
Mlamisburg troops. Probably 20 small 
buildings were destroyed, entailing a 
loss of not to exceed $80,000. 

So far the Negross have not tried to 
make good their tkreats to dynamite 
the county Jail to "even up" with Sher- 
iff Routzahn for permitting tho Negro 
murdernr IMxon to be taken by the 
|QU)b Monday night without the shed- 
idli)g of blo^ tp save him.

Ho Is moro free of speech than the 
president of the church, and his testi- 
mony, though not materially differing, 
caused savaral of tha poatlsa prasaat 
to shake tUetr heads at the witness 
for the purpose of comiK-llin^ more 
discretion In answering questions. Mr. 
Lyman Is angularly built, his face is 
covered with a growth ot bushy red 
wbiskers and his speech la blunt 
Four witnesses were on the stand 
Tuesday. They were Mrs. Kennedy, 
her mother. Mrs. Matthews. Charles 
Merrill, the son of Apostle Merrill, and 
Mr. Lyman. 

Mr. Lgrman was asked: 

"Did Baaator Smoot know yon were 
living with phiral wives?" 

Mr. Lyman answered that Senator . 
Smoot did not know, as lie never had 
nut any one ot his wives. He said
